Nelson Mandela sym- 
bolizes a nation of Blacks, the 
eradication of apartheid, and the 
establishment of a united, nonracial, 
democratic government of South

and whereas, numerous govern- 
ments, including the United States, 
and the United Nations, have called 
for the release of the thousands of 
political prisoners and detainees cur- 
rently in prison for opposition to 
apartheid, 

and whereas, the release of 
political prisoners is essential to the 
solution of the suppression of legal 
and human rights in South Africa, 

we, the members of People

for the imposition of comprehensive, 
mandatory sanctions against the 
racist regime in South Africa in ac- 
cordance with Chapter VII of the 
United Nations Charter.

Chabaku Raises Controversy 



To the Editor: 

I must comment on the address 
given last Wednesday evening at 
Mary Washington College by 
Motlalepula Chabaku. The large au- 
dience in Klein Theater was cap- 
tivated by this very charismatic and 
talented woman, and Chabaku gave 
a very informative lecture on life for 
non-whites in South Africa, past and 
present. 

Her informative lecture was 
however, very selectively infor- 
mative. When she proclaimed Nelson 
Mandela, now held in a South 
African prison, as the leader first 
and foremost of blacks seeking 
liberation from the oppressive white 
rule, she failed to mention that he 
was jailed for seeking the violent 
overthrow of the South African 
government. She also failed to point 
out that he still holds to the view 
that violence is necessary to achieve 
change in their country. 

Chabaku neglected to mention 
that the African National Congress, 
an organization in which she has 
been a leader and organizer, is fueled 
and incited by communist activities. 
She did not describe how this ele- 
ment of the ANC is not interested in 



increasing the freedoms of blacks, 
but is exploiting their poor condition 
as a means of establishing an even 
more repressive state. She failed to 
mention that in South Africa, blacks 
have more freedoms, and their living 
conditions are better than in many 
other African countries, and that 
conditions are far better than in 
those countries that have carried out 
the type of revolution she supports. 



Left untold is the opinion of a ma- 
jority of South African blacks that 
disinvestment by the west will only 
worsen living conditions. She did not 
tell of the influx of workers, into 
South Africa from neighboring coun- 
tries, finding better employment 
than can be found where they are 
from, countries where the type of 
revolution she endorses has been car- 
ried out.

♦According to a report released by 
the American Cancer Society, for the 
first time in history, the number of 
women who die from lung cancer 
related to smoking is higher than the 
number of those who die from breast 
cancer. Researchers say this may 
eliminate the increased life span 
which women held over men. 

♦Committees in the House and 
Senate approved President Reagan's 
agreement to share nuclear 
technology with China, but blocked 
any shipments by U.S. corporations 
until receiving reassurance that 
China will not pass on the material 
to countries trying to gain nuclear 
power. 

♦Marc Christian, 31, alleged lover 
of Rock Hudson from 1982 until his 
death, has filed a multimillion dollar 
law suit against the actor's estate, 
claiming Hudson, his doctors and 
close associates deliberately hid 
from him the fact that the actor had 
AIDS. Christian claims he learned 
from a radio announcement that 
Hudson has the disease. 

♦Authorities evacuated a river 
valley dammed by ice blown off the 
top of the Nevado del Ruiz volcano 
in Colombia. Officials fear sudden 
floods would add to the 20,000 



deaths already blamed on mudslides 
unleased by the volcanos eruption. 
The Red Cross reported that 50,000 
people were left homeless. 

♦After investigation, Italian 
authorities have concluded that 
Palestinian leader Mohammed Ab- 
bas was responsible for the planning 
of the Ac hill e Lauro hijacking in 
which American Leon Klinghoffer 
was murdered. Abbas allegedly 
began planning the terrorist act last 
January. 

♦A suicide bomber in a truck 
struck a former monestary where 
Lebanese Christian leaders were 
meeting to discuss a Syrian spon- 
sored reform plan for Lebanon, kill- 
ing four people. The attack took 
place in the Aukar suburbs of East 
Beruit. 

♦In honor the late marine Lt. Col. 
William G. Leftwich, a statue was 
unveiled at the Basic School at the 
Quantico Marine Corps base yester- 
day, Nov. 18. It depicts a marine in 
combat gear, one hand holding a rifle 
and the other beckoning in a gesture 
of leadership. H. Ross Perot commis- 
sioned sculptor Felix De Weldon to 
design this statue to honor his heroic 
Annapolis classmate.

The situation for non-whites in 
South Africa, and particularly for 
blacks, is, and has been, unaccep- 
table for anybody who holds to 
American values. But Chabaku fails 
to place South Africa in proper 
perspective. She recounted how her 
family lived by a trash dump, had 
barely enough to eat, and had scarce- 
ly adequate clothing. Yet that is also 
the condition of too many Americans 
today, and in the times of our 
parents and grandparents. This is 
especially true if our family is black. 
Things improved in the U.S. over 
time however, not because angry 
mobs burned buildings, cars, and 
other people, but because of a 
gradual but sure realization that the 
system worked best when all were 
allowed equal opportunity. 

In South Africa, things can im- 
prove also, but the best hope for this 
is continued reforms by as stable 
Botha government. Things definite- 
!y will not improve if the South 
African revolution proceeds as 
Chabaku intends. Her type of revolu- 
tion has been carried out in Cam- 



bodia, Vitenam, North Korea, 
Afghanistan, South Yemen, 
Ethiopia, Angola, Mozambique, 
Cuba, and Nicaragua. In each of 
these cases, the people have been 
fooled and used by the empty pro- 
mises and slogans of their revolu- 
tionary rulers, and are in far worse 
shape than before, and in far worse 
shape than South African blacks. 

I urge the campus leders of MWC 
to complete the portrait of South 
Africa and world affairs drawn so in- 
completely by Motlalepula Chabaku. 
Mary Washington students are very 
fortunate to live in a society, and at- 
tend an institution of learning where 
there is the opportunity to hear a 
figure of Chabaku's stature. It is the 
responsibility of MWC educators 
however, to see that their students 
can obtain the fullest possible 
understanding of any subject or 
issue. 

This was not achieved with 
Motlalepula Chabaku.

try where white supremacy is writ- 
ten into the constitution, and more 
than twenty million Blacks of South 
Africa, 72 percent of the population, 
are not permitted to vote and have 
no say in the government that rules 
them, 

and whereas, Nelson Mandela, a 
lawyer and leader of South African 
people, has been imprisoned for 
twenty-three years for his opposition 
to apartheid. Nelson Mandela sym- 
bolizes a nation of Blacks, the 
eradication of apartheid, and the 
establishment of a united, nonracial, 
democratic government of South 



Africa, 

and whereas, numerous govern- 
ments, including the United States, 
and the United Nations, have called 
for the release of the thousands of 
political prisoners and detainees cur- 
rently in prison for opposition to 
apartheid, 

and whereas, the release of 
political prisoners is essential to the 
solution of the suppression of legal 
and human rights in South Africa, 

we, the members of People 
Against Apartheid, Mary 
Washington College, and the 
Fredericksburg, VA community, 
consistent with the rule of law and 
equality in our own constitution, call 
for the imposition of comprehensive, 
mandatory sanctions against the 
racist regime in South Africa in ac 
cordance with Chapter VII of the 
United Nations Charter.

Chabaku Raises Controversy 



To the Editor: 

I must comment on the address 
given last Wednesday evening at 
Mary Washington College by 
Motlalepula Chabaku. The large au- 
dience in Klein Theater was cap- 
tivated by this very charismatic and 
talented woman, and Chabaku gave 
a very informative lecture on life for 
non-whites in South Africa, past and 
present. 

Her informative lecture was 
however, very selectively infor- 
mative. When she proclaimed Nelson 
Mandela, now held in a South 
African prison, as the leader first 
and foremost of blacks seeking 
liberation from the oppressive white 
rule, she failed to mention that he 
was jailed for seeking the violent 
overthrow of the South African 
government. She also failed to point 
out that he still holds to the view 
that violence is necessary to achieve 
change in their country. 

Chabaku neglected to mention 
that the African National Congress, 
an organization in which she has 
been a leader and organizer, is fueled 
and incited by communist activities. 
She did not describe how this ele- 
ment of the ANC is not interested in 



increasing the freedoms of blacks, 
but is exploiting their poor condition 
as a means of establishing an even 
more repressive state. She failed to 
mention that in South Africa, blacks 
have more freedoms, and their living 
conditions are better than in many 
other African countries, and that 
conditions are far better than in 
those countries that have carried out 
the type of revolution she supports. 



Left untold is the opinion of a ma- 
jority of South African blacks that 
disinvestment by the west will only 
worsen living conditions. She did not 
tell of the influx of workers, into 
South Africa from neighboring coun- 
tries, finding better employment 
than can be found where they are 
from, countries where the type of 
revolution she endorses has been car- 
ried out.

♦According to a report released by 
the American Cancer Society, for the 
first time in history, the number of 
women who die from lung cancer 
related to smoking is higher than the 
number of those who die from breast 
cancer. Researchers say this may 
eliminate the increased life span 
which women held over men. 

•Committees in the House and 
Senate approved President Reagan's 
agreement to share nuclear 
technology with China, but blocked 
any shipments by U.S. corporations 
until receiving reassurance that 
China will not pass on the material 
to countries trying to gain nuclear 
power. 

♦Marc Christian, 31, alleged lover 
of Rock Hudson from 1982 until his 
death, has filed a multimillion dollar 
law suit against the actor's estate, 
claiming Hudson, his doctors and 
close associates deliberately hid 
from him the fact that the actor had 
AIDS. Christian claims he learned 
from a radio announcement that 
Hudson has the disease. 

♦Authorities evacuated a river 
valley dammed by ice blown off the 
op of the Nevado del Ruiz volcano 
n Colombia. Officials fear sudden 
floods would add to the 20,000 



deaths already blamed on mudslides 
unleased by the volcanos eruption. 
The Red Cross reported that 50,000 
people were left homeless. 

♦After investigation, Italian 
authorities have concluded that 
Palestinian leader Mohammed Ab- 
bas was responsible for the planning 
of the Achille Lauro hijacking in 
which American Leon Klinghoffer 
was murdered. Abbas allegedly 
began planning the terrorist act last 
January. 

♦A suicide bomber in a truck 
struck a former monestary where 
Lebanese Christian leaders were 
meeting to discuss a Syrian spon- 
sored reform plan for Lebanon, kill- 
ing four people. The attack took 
place in the Aukar suburbs of East 
Beruit. 

♦In honor the late marine Lt. Col. 
William G. Leftwich, a statue was 
unveiled at the Basic School at the 
Quantico Marine Corps base yester- 
day, Nov. 18. It depicts a marine in 
combat gear, one hand holding a rifle 
and the other beckoning in a gesture 
of leadership. H. Ross Perot commis- 
sioned sculptor Felix De Weldon to 
design this statue to honor his heroic 
Annapolis classmate.

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The situation for non-whites in 
South Africa, and particularly for 
blacks, is, and has been, unaccep- 
table for anybody who holds to 
American values. But Chabaku fails 
to place South Africa in proper 
perspective. She recounted how her 
family lived by a trash dump, had 
barely enough to eat, and had scarce- 
ly adequate clothing. Yet that is also 
the condition of too many Americans 
today, and in the times of our 
parents and grandparents. This is 
especially true if our family is black. 
Things improved in the U.S. over 
time however, not because angry 
mobs burned buildings, cars, and 
other people, but because of a 
gradual but sure realization that the 
system worked best when all were 
allowed equal opportunity. 

In South Africa, things can im- 
prove also, but the best hope for this 
is continued reforms by as stable 
Botha government. Things definite- 
ly will not improve if the South 
African revolution proceeds as 
Chabaku intends. Her type of revolu- 
tion has been carried out in Cam- 



bodia, Vitenam, North Korea, 
Afghanistan, South Yemen, 
Ethiopia, Angola, Mozambique, 
Cuba, and Nicaragua. In each of 
these cases, the people have been 
fooled and used by the empty pro- 
mises and slogans of their revolu- 
tionary rulers, and are in far worse 
shape than before, and in far worse 
shape than South African blacks. 

I urge the campus leders of MWC 
to complete the portrait of South 
Africa and world affairs drawn so in- 
completely by Motlalepula Chabaku. 
Mary Washington students are very 
fortunate to live in a society, and at- 
tend an institution of learning where 
there is the opportunity to hear a 
figure of Chabaku's stature. It is the 
responsibility of MWC educators 
however, to see that their students 
can obtain the fullest possible 
understanding of any subject or 
issue. 

This was not achieved with 
Motlalepula Chabaku.
